The Mississippi Valley Lumiierman 
views with alarm tbe disposition of 
large grain and elevator companies 
throughout the northwest to engage 
in the lumber business on a small 
scale and sell to the trade at prices 
little above cost.

make a specialty, according to the 
Lumberman, of selling lumber to the 
farmers who haul grain to their 
warehouses, more as an accommoda­ 
tion to the farmer* than a profit- 
making business for themselves. 
44Manifestly," says the Lumber­ 
man, 44thcre is nothing illegal in this, 
but the small yard man is alarmed 
over this invasion of his field, and 
does not look with favor on the men 
who are thus cutting into their pro­ 
fits.
